Rev.  J.  Davis  has  served  the  So¬ 
ciety  56  weeks,  but  has,  generous¬ 
ly  made  a  gratuity  of  2  weeks  in  ■ 
his  account.  Except  occasional 
gen'ices  in  Barnard  and  Bridge- 
water,  he  has,  most  of  the  time, 
preachetl  alternately  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  in  Strafford  and  Hartland, 
where  the  people  are  pledged  to 
defray  half  the  expense.  He 
preached  150  sermons,  admitted  8 
persons  to  (he  church ;  viz..  1  at  ' 
Strafford,  and  7  at  Hartland,  ad¬ 
ministered  the  Lord's  supper  7 
times  and  made  about  280  family 
visits,  besides  attending  various  J 
other  meetings  for  the  edification  { 
of  the  church.  He  states,  “It  has  j 
appeared  that  the  cloud  of  Divine  . 
influence  has  been  hovering  over 
the  towns  of  Strattbrd  and  Hart- 
land.  Professors  have  appeared, 
in  some  gooil  ilegree,  to  be  awake  ; 
— our  meetings  have,  generally, 
been  well  attended,  and  solemn. 

A  number  with  whom  I  have  con-  j 
versed  have  manifested  concern 
for  their  souls.  There  is  evident-  I 
ly  encouragement  for  exertion  in  j 
those  places.  When  we  look  at 
what  the  situation  of  Hartland 
and  Strafford  was  when  1  began 
to  labor  there,  and  what  it  now  is, 
a  great  moral  change  is  apparent.’' 

The  change  here  alluded  to,  in 
Hartland  especially,  demands  a 
particular  notice.  About  two 
years  since,  the  church  had  become 
almost  extinct,  the  ordinances  and 
church  meetings  having  been  neg* 
lected  for  about  eight  years.  Now 
they  are  making  efforts  for  the 
settlement  of  a  minister  with  hopa- 
ful  prospects  of  success. 


Rev.  J.  Parker  has  performed 
his  mission  of  18  weeks  in  the 
towns  of  Sheldon,  Franklin,  Berk¬ 
shire,  Richford,  Montgomery,  K.el- 
lyvale,  Westfield, Troy,  Wolcott, 
Elmore,  Hydepark  and  Coil's 
Gore.  During  the  first  6  weeks 
of  his  mission,  he  states,  “I  preach¬ 
ed  as  often  as  the  people  would  at¬ 
tend,  which  was  usually  tliree 
times  on  the  Sabbath,  and  often 
twice  on  other  days.”  During  tiic 
remainder  of  the  time  he  preach¬ 
ed  from  4  to  6  times  in  a  week,  be¬ 
sides  visiting  families  and  schools, 
and  attending  various  other  re 
ligious  meetings.  In  conclusioi. 
he  say8,“Altho  no  general  awaken 
ing  has  been  visible,  where  i  have 
labored,  yet  I  trust  God  has  used 
me  as  an  humble  instrument  of 
saving  good  to  some.  When  I 
first  visited  some  of  the  little 
churches,  1  found  great  disord ers 
among  them.  Rut  the  discipline 
of  the  gospel,  which  had  beeu 
greatly  neglected,  was  revived  ; 
backsliders  were  reclaimed,  aud 
peace  and  brotherly  love,  in  a 
good  measure,  restored.  I  have 
labored  much  to  excite  the  people 
to  support  a  preached  gospel  a- 
mong  themselves.  1  have  recom¬ 
mended  it  for  2  or  3  towns  to  u- 
nite  in  the  support  of  a  ministei, 
and  some  are  beginning  to  take 
measures  for  that  purpose.” 

Rev.  Wm.  A.  Chapin  complet¬ 
ed  his  mission  of  12  weeks  iu 
April  last,  and  closes  his  murnal 
as  follows,  “I  have  supplied  in 
Craftsbury  5  weeks,  in  Johnson 
3,  Eden  2,  and  Albany,  2.  In 
Craftsbury,  Jolmson,  and  Eden 
the  people  have  agreeil  to  contribr 
ute  to  the  socie^  one  half  of  the 
compensation  of  your  missionary, 
and  I  expect  they  will  in  Albany . 
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I  have  s'iccpcded  in  that  place  in 
haviris;  iniKsionarv  tielcU  ^(et  apart 
tor  die  benefit  of  the  society,  tho 
they  exjiecf  a  retnin  in  missionary 
lalxirs.  I  have  pieaeheil  lectures 
in  file  neishbnrin"  towns,  Morris¬ 
town,  Belvidere,  Uicensboro’ 
and  liroMiiington.  During  the 
1'2  weeks  I  have  preaplied  30  times, 
attended  three  montlily  concert 
praver  meetings,  14  conferences 
and  prayer  meetings,  2  funerals, 
and  spent  most  of  tlie  remaining 
time  in  visiting  from  house  to  house. 
And  altliough  there  has  been  no 
general  atienlion  to  religion  in 
the  towns  I  have  \isited,  (>  have 
been  added  to  the  churches,  and 
three  churches  have  had  the  or¬ 
dinances  administered  which  have 
long  been  deprived  of  that  privi¬ 
lege ;  and  many  have  had  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  hearing  the  preaching  of 
the  gospel,  who,  but  for  your  lib¬ 
erality  must  have  been  destitute 
of  it.  I  think  an  increasing  at¬ 
tention  to  the  subject  of  religion 
is  manifested  in  all  this  region.  | 
Meetings  have  been  in  general  well  i 
attended,  and  the  people  manifest  j 
much anxietytohave stated  preach¬ 
ing,  and  in  general  appear  willing 
to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  gospel  among  them¬ 
selves.  I  cherish  the  hope  that 
my  labors  luive  been  in  some  de¬ 
gree  useful,  and  that  the  funds  of 
the  Society  have  not  been  expend¬ 
ed  in  vain  ;  but  tiiut  their  object 
has,  in  a  measure,  been  gained  by 
the  advarn  ement  of  the  Redeem-  j 
er's  kingdom.”  I 

Your  missionary  communicates  . 
much  interesting  intelligence  con-  j 
cerniug  the  state  of  the  destitute 
.  churcites  in  that  region,  shewing 
their  need  of  assistance,  and  the 
•  eocou  .ageinent  to  continue  mis- 
aionai  V  bitiurs  .among  them.  It 
deserves  grateful  notice,  that,  by 
his  sli'irt  mission,  a  door  has  been 


opened  for  his  settlement  in  Crafts- 
bury,  where  he  was  ordained  on 
the  iiolh  of  September. 

Mr.  Kmersou  spent  12  weeks  in 
Reading  during  the  past  winter 
and  spring,  hi  your  service,  the 
people  there  defraying  half  of  the 
expense.  During  the  first  6  weeks 
he  preached  24  times,  attended  9 
prayer  and  church  meetings,  made 
72  t'amily  visits,  visited  9  schools, 
and  attended  a  meeting  for  the 
instruction  of  baptized  children. 
During  the  remaining  6  weeks  his 
time  was  employed  in  a  similar 
manner.  It  is  pleasing  to  trace 
the  footsteps  of  this  inissionarv, 
and  observe  his  unwearied  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  rising  generation,  espe- 
ciallv  tlie  children  of  the  church. 
“Tins  church”  he  states,  “was 
formed  more  than  30  years  ago, 
and  was  then  respectable  for  num¬ 
bers.  It  now  consists  of  32  mem¬ 
bers,  has  32  children  under  her 
care,  and  has  received  but  31  into 
the  covenant  of  baptism.  Fur  ma¬ 
ny  years  little  attention  has  becu 
paid  to  discipline,  or  the  iiistruc- 
Uon  of  her  children.  In  attend¬ 
ing  to  the  spiritual  state  oftli? 
church,  it  was  found  that  she  was 
lying  under  the  reproacli  of  3  or 
4  notorious  oflVnces.  A  regular 
course  of  discipline  was  soon  com¬ 
menced,  and  the  several  otfenders 
were  gained  to  confession  and  ap¬ 
parent  lepentance.” 

In  reviewing  this  scene  of  his 
labois  in  relation  to  the  church, 
he  w  rites,  “Many  things  that  were 
ivaiiiin"  have  been  set  in  order. 
Union  in  forms  and  sentiment  lias, 
in  some  measure,  been  effected. 
Several  confessions  hsve  been 
made  in  public  and  private.  Some 
backsliders  have  been  rcstoied. 
Less  envy  and  jealousy  appear  in 
the  members  of  the  church,  tl’vxt- 
er  restraints  .ire  i  p.m  ih.  t  I't- 
tie  unruly  member,  wliicli  no  man 
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an  tame.  Increased  attention  is 
jiow  paid  to  the  instruction  of  bap 
fiwd  children.  More  than  live 
times  as  many  such  children  at¬ 
tended  the  last,  as  attemled  the 
first  meeting;  particularly  appoint¬ 
ed  for  their  instruction.^’  1 

Here  Mr.  Kinerson  organi/.ed  a 
Congregational  Society,  and  an  • 
auxiliary  juvenile  .Missionary  .So- 
cietv,  each  consisting  of  between  ; 
20  and  30  members.  In  ,\pril,  he  , 
was  roinmissiuned  to  labor  13  • 
weeks  in  Johnson,  in  conipliunce 
with  an  earnest  ref|uest  to  assist  • 
that  feeble  church,  where  the  way 
was  prepared  by  .Mr.  Chapin,  but 
before  he  arrived,  toey  had  pro- 
fureil  a  supply  by  their  own  exer¬ 
tion,  and  he  was  diverted  to  re¬ 
turn  to  Colchester  and  Richinoiid. 
The  following  is  the  account  he 
i;ives  of  his  labors,  and  the  state 
of  those  churches. 

“I  preached  about  40  times, 
made  more  than  ‘20U  family  visits, 
attended  14  conferences,  4  prayer 
meetings,  1  funeral,  2  meetings  of 
religious  inquiry,  3  montidy  con¬ 
certs  for  prayer,  5  meetings  of  the 
church,  I  meeting  for  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  young  people,  1  meeting 
for  the  benefit  of  the  church  and 
their  baptized  children  to  inforce 
their  covenant  obligations,  2  meet¬ 
ings  expressly  for  the  instruction 
of  baptized  children,  visited  live 
town  schools,  instituted  3  Sabbath 
schools,  and  formed  2  Juvenile 
.Missionary  Societies,  auxiliary  to 
Vt.J.  M.  S.  All  these  are  pros¬ 
perous. 

“In  Colchester  I  spent  T  weeks 
and  held  meetings  in  school  and 
private  houses,  there  being  no 
nieeting-liouse  in  the  town.  Here 
is  a  feel)!'*  church,  consisting  of  23 
members.  The  graces  of  this 
churchare  apparently  much  (|uick.- 
ened.  One  Sabliath  1  exchanged 
with  Uev.

'This  present  was  ve¬ 
ry  seasunaldc  and  gratefully  re¬ 
ceived.  Could  your  missionaries 
he  well  furnished  w  ith  suchUmks, 
their  usefulness  would  he  greatly 
increase4l.  \  Juvenile  M. aux¬ 
iliary  to  Vt.  J.  M.  S.  has  also  been 
formed.  Tbe  subscriptions  alrea¬ 
dy  amount  to  about  .30  dollars, 
vvhicit  is  to  be  paid  in  during  the 
ensuing  year.  The  people  in  this 
|)lace  are  looking  to  your  Society 
for  help.  Your  missionary  en¬ 
couraged  tlvem  by  saying,  that 
should  they  pay  in  what  they  raise 
for  preaching,  to  your  Society, 
they  would  prolvably  receive  twice 
as  much  missionary  labor,  as  the 
same  money  would  procure  any 
other  way.  'Toe  same  statement 
was  made  to  the  people  in  UicU- 
mund.  Wliere  a  Juv.  .Vux.  M.  S. 
is  formed  and  promises  much  goo«'.

life.  He  ipentthe  last  Sabbath  in 
this  interesting  field  of  labor,  and  | 
closes  his  account  as  follows  ; —  : 
“A  little  cloud  of  Divine  grace  : 
appears  to  be  hanging  over  the 
town  of  Underhill ;  but  we  know 
not  what  a  day  may  bring  forth. 
Except  the  Lord  build  the  house, 
they  Ubor  in  vain  that  build  it.” 

Mr.  Hall  was  stationed  at  Con¬ 
cord,  the  people  engaging  to  de¬ 
fray  two  thirds  of  the  expense. 
His  journal  of  8  weeks  has  been 
received,  by  which  it  appears  that  I 
he  has  preached  29  times,  besides 
attending  various  other  religious 
meetings,  and  making  134  family 
visits.  He  has  organized  8  Sab¬ 
bath  schools  in  the  town,  and  a  so¬ 
ciety  for  the  youth  over  14  yea^s 
of  age,  the  object  of  which  is  to 
cultivate  a  more  intimate  acquain¬ 
tance  with  the  holy  scriptures,  to 
excite  a  spirit  of  improvement  and 
promote  friendly  intercourse.  Len¬ 
der  date  of  September,  26th,  he 
states,  “Christians  seem,  in  gene¬ 
ral,  more  engaged  than  they  have 
dnce  the  commencement  of  my 
labors.  Within  two  weeks,  there 
has  been  a  visible  alteration.  Dur. 
ing  this  time,  we  entertain  the 
hope  tliat  2  or  3  have  experienced 
renewing  grace.  Our  meetings  are 
much  more  numerously  attended, 
•Jian  they  have  been,  and  are 
•  haractenzed  by  a  deep  solemnity. 
Seven  have  been  added  to  the 
:hurch,  this  season,  and  we  hope 
as  many  more  will  soon  offer  them¬ 
selves.  There  is  not  a  settled  min- 
hter  in  the  county.'’^ 

Rev.  N.  Waldo  has  supplied 
the  church  in  Strafford  7  Sabbaths, 
and  in  Vershire  5  in  compliance 
with  an  urgeot  request  from  the 
jieople,  who  have  already  contri¬ 
buted  generously  to  the  funds  of 
tlie  Society.  He  usually  preached 
*hree  times  on  each  Sabbath. 

Mr.  John  Fairbank  likewise 


preached,  in  Strafford,  3  Sabbaths, 
and  4  in  Hartland.  Besides  he  has 
performed  an  agency  of  about  7 
weeks,  and  collected  for  the  funds 
of  the  Society  more  than  8300, 
and  usually  supplied  a  destitute 
people  on  the  Sabbath.* 

We  have  now  disposed  of  all 
the  documents  in  our  possession, 
relating  to  the  services  rendered 
during  the  year.  The  aggregate 
of  which  is  249  mceks,  including 
the  agency  and  a  supply  for  26 
Sabbaths.  Some,  who  have  not 
returned  their  journals,  have  been 
engaged  in  your  service,  but  the 
;  amount  is  not  known. 

The  'IVeasurer’s  report  w’ill 
show  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
1  tiires,  and  state  of  your  funds. 

I  In  contemplating  the  operations 
of  this  Society  the  paSi.  year  we 
perceive  occasions  for  gratitude 
and  encouragement.  Tho  we  have 
'  not  witnessed  such  signal  display 
of  mercy  in  effecting  revivals  of 
I  religion,  as  in  some  former  years, 
f  yet  we  have  received  many  pre- 
j  cious  tokens  of  the  Divine  favor. 

'  Four  churches  which  have  here- 
i  toforebeen  the  objects  of  yourcha- 
I  rity,  have  siicceede*!  in  tne  settle¬ 
ment  of  pastors  over  t!  em — oth¬ 
ers  arc  indulging  the  hope  of  soon 
receiving  this  invaluabie  blessing, 
and  others  again  have  been  en¬ 
couraged,  strengthened  and  en- 
i  larged,  and  one  new  church  has 
I  been  organized.  Many  thousands, 
who  were  ready  to  perish,  have 

3ed  the  dispensation  of  the 
of  life,  and  numbers,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  have  been  liberated  from 
the  dominion  of  sin  and  translat¬ 
ed  into  the  kingdom  of  (iod^s  dear 
Son.  While  we,  with  devout

encouragement  they  afford  to  in¬ 
creasing  exertion.  It  is  a  solemn 
fact,  which  ought  to  be  impressed 
deeply  on  the  minds  of  ail  the 
friends  of  the  Redeemer,  in  this 
State,  that  more  than  half  of  the  , 
churches  in  our  limits  are  desti¬ 
tute  of  the  ordinary  means  of  sal¬ 
vation.  Some  of  these  struKcle 
hard  to  maintain  a  bare  existence,  . 
others  are  greatly  enfeebled  by  j 
animosities  and  dissensions,  and  ! 
iiiostof  them  have  imperious  claims 
on  your  sympathies  and  charities. 
These  are  surrounded  by  multi¬ 
tudes  of  impenitent  sinners,  who 
arc  hastening  to  the  grave  and  the 
retributions  of  eternity.  Who  can 
survey  these  moral  desolations, 
and  contemplate  the  unspeakable 
value  of  the  soul,  but  must  lend 
his  aid  to  this  Society  ?  W'ho  that 
has  the  least  degree  of  the  spirit, 
which  induced  our  Einm.anuel  to 
leave  the  realms  of  glory,  and  sus¬ 
tain  the  agonies  of  the  cross,  can 
withhold  his  heart  or  his  hand 
from  this  labor  of  lover

The  'following  is  taken  from 
the  last  Report. 

Funds. 

To  the  kind  and  successful  ex¬ 
ertions  of  tlie  Society’s  friends  in 
this  and  the  sister  islands,  it  is  in¬ 
debted,  under  the  divine  blessing, 
fiM*  an  income  of  10,693  8s.  4d. 
during  the  last  year,  being  an  in¬ 
crease  of  ^820,  Gs.  Ilrf.  on  that 
of  the  year  preceding. 

Schools. 

In  the  schools  there  are  at  pre- 
thirty-eight  boys,  and  forty- 


four  girls  ;  the  numbers  admitted 
during  the  last  year,  have  been 
seven  boys,  and  three  girls  ;  foot 
boys  and  six  girls  have  been  ap¬ 
prenticed  or  put  out  to  service  ; 
and  6ve  boys  have  been  removed 
by  their  friends  of  whom  one  has 
been  readmitted.

At 
Cape  Breton,  2  stations  and  1  mis-  I 
i  sionary,  2  school-masters  and  1  ' 
school-mistress.  At  Prince  Ed-  I 
wards  Island,  2  stations,  2  mis-  ^ 
sionaries,  I  school-master.  In  Up-  , 
I  per  Canada  20  stations,  19  mis- 
I  sionaries,  1  school-master,  and  1 
1  catechist.  In  Lower  Canada,  17 
stations,  20  missionaries,  and  1 
I  school;  master.  The  expense  of 
j  these  stations  is  882,228  per  an¬ 
num.

SIF.UKA  I.EONE. 

In  1787  a  settlement  was  com-^ 
menced  at  Sierra  Leone.  Since 
1807  this  colony  has  been  an  asy¬ 
lum  fur  the  recaptured  Africans, 
and  thousands  rescued  from  the 
holds  of  slave  ships,  have  here 
hecn  trained  to  industry,  instruct¬ 
ed  in  the  useful  arts,  and  taught 
the  doctrines  and  duties  of  the 
true  religion.  In  1808,  this  colo¬ 
ny  was  taken  under  the  patronage 
ot  the  British  (ioverninent.  Its 
populationin  181  l,was  about2000. 
.Since  that  time,  its  improvement 
has  been  most  rapid,  and  the  face  • 
of  things  is  changed  as  by  miracle.  ' 
The  present  population  is  nearly 
thirteen  thousand.  There  are  at 
the  Colony  about  fifty  Europeans,  , 
sfficers,  teachers,  merchants  and 
ntechanics.— The  colonists  sustain  ' 
most  of  the  subordinate  offices  of 
of  government.  More  than  2000 
children  enjoy  the  benefit  of  daily 
iustructioD.

PROFANE  SWEARING. 

M essrs.  Ed itors.—  Profane  swear¬ 
ing  prevails  at  tlie  present  day  to 
an  alarming  and  awful  extent. 
Upon  this  subject,  involving  so 
deeply  the  character  of  man,  and 
the  honor  of  Jehovah,  I  cannot  re¬ 
frain  from  publicly  expressing  my 
sentiments. 

I  would  call  upon  my  fellow- 
creatures,  who  are  indulging  in 
this  most  impious  and  fashionable 
vice,  to  tell  me  what  they  can 
plead  in  its  defence  or  extenuation  r 
What  gratification  does  it  afford 
to  pride,  to  lust,  or  to  covet¬ 
ousness.^  What  prospect  does 
it  hold  out  of  credit,  of  pleasure, 
or  of  profit  ?  Are  they  the  great¬ 
er,  the  richer,  or  the  wiser,  for  pro¬ 
faning  the  name  of  God  It  is  a  sin 
altogether  gratuitous,  the  mere 
overflowing  of  ungodliness,  the 
spontaneous  effusions  of  the  en¬ 
mity  and  abomination  of  the  heart. 

I  am  surprised  that  young  ladies 
of  the  first  respectability,  encour¬ 
age  the  visits  of  young  men  who 
are  known  habitually  to  profane 
the  name  of  God.  Observation 
has  convinced  me  that  persons  of 
this  description  make  the  poorest 
of  husbands. — They  are  generally 
passionate ;  not  satisfied  with 
cursing  strangers,  they  soon  de¬ 
light  in  cursing  their  partners  and 
children. 

During  the  last  summer  I  was 
visiting  a  family  residing  in  the 
western  part  of  this  State.  The 
mother  and  daughters  exemplified 
the  power  of  religion  in  a  striking 
manner.  The  father  every  eve¬ 
ning  on  his  return  home,  would 
commence  his  horrid  imprecations 
which  apparently  were  altogether 
unheeded.  On  a  certain  occasion 
when  this  monster  in  blasphemy. 
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was'rrntinj!:  Iiis  spleen  in  his  cus¬ 
tomary  style,  tli«i  mother  and 
dauahters  bowed  before  the  throne 
of  the  Almighty,  and  jointly  pray¬ 
ed  for  their  nearest  earthly  rela¬ 
tives.  Tlieir  prayerliad  an  imme¬ 
diate  effect.  The  husband  and 
father  united  in  the  devotion,  and 
from  that  moment  became  serious. 
He  reviewed  with  shame  and  con¬ 
trition  of  soul,  his  former  conver¬ 
sation,  and  wondered  why  he  was 
still  in  the  possession  (»f  so  many 
mercies.  In  a  letter  lately  re- 
'ceived  from  his  wife,  1  was  glad¬ 
dened  to  hear  that  he  has  never 
since  been  heanl  to  use  the  name 
of  Ood  liglilly,  and  that  he  enter¬ 
tains  a  bright  hope  of  everlasting 
*  life. 

'  The  prayers'  of  the  righteous, 
which  prov^Ml  sti  etiicacious  in  this 
'  instance,  should  eicite  Christians 
at  large  to' implore  similar  bless¬ 
ings  on  those  arutlnd  us,  who  are 
literally  blaspheming  the  air' with 
their  heaven -daring  oaths.
